DEATH FOR ALL 


Giant Powder Explosion in the 


Midst of a Gang of Miners. 


Two Hundred Sticks That Scat- 


tered Doom and Desolation. 


The Horrible Fate of Workmen in 


a Pennsylvania Colliery. 


Fragments of Human Flesh Strewn 


Over the Twisted Timbers. 


CWELVE OF THE MER AT WORE 
THOUGHT TO HAVE PERISHED. 


Het Exough of the Victims’ Bedies Left 


te Be Identified—The Fall Extent of 


the Calamity Cannet Be Yet Ascer- 
tained—Takinag Out the Bemains ef 
These Milled—Gtockton Colliery the 
Scene of the Accident. 


HaZcetoxw, Pa., July 17.—Two hundred 
sticks of giant powder exploded in the midst 
of a gang of miners at Stockton Colliery No. 
8 to-day, and, in some cases, not enough of 
the men’s bodies was left for identification. 
It is believed that at least twelve men were 
Killed. 

80 far asknown the following are the 
names of the dead:

On account of the distance of the Stockton 
Colliery from the jmainbreaker it has been 
Customary to send the dynamite and other 
explosives in boxes to No. 8 and distribute 
them to the workman at the bottom of the 
second shaft, asthey appear in the morning 
on their way to work. 

It was Charles O’Donnell’s duty to dis- 
tribute the dynamite and caps. The frst 
men to go down into the shaft to-day were 
the drivers, and these are the only ones to 
return alive from the opeping. 

THE EXPLOSIO‘. 

The drivers went into the stables to harness 
their mules, and while they werethus en- 
gaged the explosion took place. Charies 
Shugart says he saw about a dozen men 
standing about O'Donnell, receiving their 
powder a moment before the explosion took 
place. The drivers were hurled about 
promiscuously and the men were paralyzed 
with fear. Fearingan explosion of gas had 
taxen place and that a collapse of the entire 
mine was about to follow, they waited for 
death as though paralysed.| 

It was in this position that they were 
found by some miners from No. 2, who 
hastened through the subterranean passage. 
As soon as lights were seen the demoralized 
Grivers hastened tothe bottom of the shaft. 

A TERRIBLE SIGHT. 

There a terrible sight met their gare. 
Strewn over the twisted and torn timbers 
were fragments of human fiesh and bones 
and limbs ofthe unfortunate miners. The 
men were too much affected to attempt to 
remove the remains of the dead. 

Rescuing parties were quickly formed and 
headed by Supt. Roderick acorpsof miners 
Gescended into the mine. The work of re- 
covering the bodies was at once begun, Dut 
ft was a dificulttask. Fragments of buman 
fiesh were found some distance ap the slope, 
clinging to the rails and ties and sticking to 
the roof, while everywhere were bones and 
limbs. Not enough was found of the bodies 
to make recognition possible. 

SHRIEKS OF AGOFY. 
After surveying the work of destruction 


Foreman Shugart emerged from the pit and 
instituted preparations for bringing the 
victims to the surface. Afterall had been 
arranged the hoisting to the surface com- 
menced. In order that the feelings 
of the relatives of the men might 
pared it was arranged to hoist each 
tox to the top ofthe tower and from there 
take them to their several homes. As each 
box appeared on the surface an agonizing 
wail went up from the multitude in waiting. 
Women tore their hair and shrieks of agony 
rent their air. 

The officials did everything possible to as-

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TRACKS TORN. 


Villainous Work of a Mob of 600 
at Hammond. 


Depredations of Strikers Armed With 
Picks and Crowbars. 


THE INDIANA STATE MILITIA ORDERED 
TO SUPPRESS THE RIOT. 


Assistance Asked For by the Conductor 
of a Michigazm Central Train—Signzaled 
to Stop-—Crewds om Either Side—Fish 
Piates BRemeved—Gen. Rebbins In- 
fermed—Telegraph Wires Destroyed. 


Ontcaco, III., Jaly 17.—A mobof 500 men 
armed with picks and crowbars tried to tear 
upthe Michigan Central tracks five miles 
east of Hammond, Ind., shortly before mid- 
night last night. The news ached the 
Indiana town from Tolleston, where the con- 
Guctor of an east-bouad passenger, which 
left Hammond at 11:20, telegraphed for as 
sistance. He said that when his train came 
around a curve it was signalled to stop. 
The engineer was suspicious and only 
slowed up. On either side of the track 
stood crowds of men, and some ot them 
he said, were at work on the fish plates when 
thetraincameinsight. When the mob saw 
that its signal was disregarded sevora! of its 
members drew pistols and began firing at the 
trainmen. The shots caused the engineer to 
opea the throttle. and the train-sped away at 
a forty-mile clip, followed by a shower of 
bullets and stones. 

Gen. Robbins, who is in command of the 
Indiana militiamen at Hammond, was 
awakened as soon asthe news was received, 
andin twenty minutes the camp was under 
arms. Asthe mob evidently had designs on 
the Michigan Central flyer which leaves 
Chicago at 11:45 o’clock Gen. Robbins de- 
cided to send two companies on it tothe 
scene of trouble. The train reached Ham- 
mond at 1386 a. m., and 100 soldiers piled on 
board ander the command of Col. O. P. Lee. 
The men had orders to shoot without walt - 
ing for any command to fre. 

As the mob destroyed the telegraph wires 
within ten minutes after the conductor had 
sent his story from Tolleston two linemen 
and an operator went with the train. At 
7:0 a. m. Gen. Robbins had a special train 
in waking to convey the rest of his com- 
mand to the spot if their services were 
needed. e 

Ats a. m. word was received that the train 
had reached Tolleston. Nothing was seen 
on the trip of the mob.

ORAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., July 17.—Co. B, 
State Militia, of Covington arrived here this 
morning. and with Co. I of Crawfordsville 
will goto Hammond this afternoon. Orders 
to this effect were received last night. 


BATTLE. 


Names ofthe Killed and Wounded—In- 
dignation Meeting Held. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 17.—Indignation at 
the outrage committed at Pratt’s Mines yes- 
terday alternoon, when pitched Datties took 
place between mobs of striking miners and 
deputies guarding the property of the Ten- 
nessee Company, is growing. A meeting of 
the citizens4s now being held and 900 people 
are in attendance. Those killed and wound- 
ed in the fight are: 

B. W. Tierce, commander of the guards; 
married and had a family. 

Unknown Frenchman, striking miner. 

Jim Gambell, colored miner, 

Unknown negro miner; wounded. 

George Campbell, colored miner; shot four 
times; Will die. 

Rodrigues Regis, Frenchman, striking 
miner; shot four times; will probably die, 
There were fifteen negroes slightly wounded 
and two strikers are known to have been 
seriously wounded. 

It is Known that these attacks were pre- 
meditated affairs. A meeting was held yes- 
terday at noon at a mill on the creek near 
Pratt’s, and it was decided to kill or get 
Killed last night, and this morning forty 
striking miners, both white and colored, ages 
ranging from 17 to 60 years, have been ar- 
rrestead and caged in the County Jalil. 
Eighteen companies] of the State militia 
are now here. Two attempts were 
made to burn up a string of box cars 
on the Georgia Pacific road 
at a late hour last night. The cars were sat- 
urated with oil and set afire. Two com- 
panies of the troops did guard duty along 
the track all last night. The miscreants 
escaped. 

Gov. Jones bas offered a reward for the 
perpetrators of the act of yesterday. All 
saloons are ciosed and excitement is high. 
An attempt{was made to wreck the Louis- 
ville & Nashville train No. (at midnight last 
night in the yards. A switch lock was broken 
and the switch was thrown wrong.

FIGHT IN THE COKE FIELDS. 


THE BIRMINGHAM 


One Striker Killed and Others Wounded 
by Deputies. 


Uniontown, Fa., July 17.—A battle between 
Geputies and strikers occurred last night at 
the Morrell works of the Cambria Iron Co., 
near Dunbar, in which one striker named 
Santos was fatally wounded and several 
others seriously hurt. 

The others wounded were carried tothe 
company houses and their injuries are not 


known. The strixers had been hunting and 
came home about 8 p. m. They lived at the 
Morreil Plant and occupy company houses 
inside the guard line. When they attempted 
to goto their homes the deputies told them 
to stop. 

@They stopped, and after a consultation 
went away. Soon they returned, however, 
with guns and a knife, and proceeded to 
cross the line when the deputies fired. This 
brought a volley from the strikers. In the 
engagement about twenty shots were fired. 
None of the deputies were hurt, and they ar- 
rested two Italians and brought them to jail. 
The Morrell plant was started only a few 
days ago, and is employing a large aumber 
of negroes.

HIS DEFENSE. 
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Collector Ziegenhein’s Attorney 
Outlines It at the Trial To-Day. 


Merely Cashed the Disputed Check at 
the Collector’s Office. 


THE BREWERY BEPRESENTATIVE GOT 
THE MOREY ON Ir. 


The Paper Was Net Received in Pay- 
ment for Merehamt Tax er License 
The State Claims It Will Prove 
That the Collector’s Office Got the 
Nenner and That It Went te Mr. Zieg- 
enhein’s Private Acceunt—Taking ef 
Testimony Begun. 


There was a long wait in the Criminal 
Court this morning after the formal opening 
before the attorneys were ready to announce 
their selections of jurymen for the trial o 
Henry Ziegenbein. Marshall McDonald left 
the room with his client, his assistant 
Howe, and Adam Ziegenhein, as soon as he 
received ap State’s memorandum of chal- 
lenges, and whén they returned Mr. McDon 
ald handed his list to the court. The jury 
was soon after announced, as follows: Wm. 
T. Bobbitt, Conrad Bock, Adam Branden- 
burger, Jas. F. Bray, Ambrose K. Brettelie,

As soon as the witnesses had been separ- 
ated Attorney Bishop made the statement of 
the State’s case, and read the indictment. 

Mr. Bishop gave in detail the history of the 
Anheuser-Busch check for $4,102, which was 
turned over toUngar,and went over the rou- 
tine connected with the payment of mer- 
chants’ licenses, and he said that the State

Busch Co., forthe reason that a part of the 


tax was held Back dy the merchants 
from whom they were due until the 
courts had ssed on the legality of 
the increas school tax. He averred 
that Ziegenhein had no knowledge of the 
receipt by Ungar of the clerk for $4,102. He 
charged that »chmidtje was the go-etween 
between the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Co., 
and any and all corporations and persons 
with whom it was necessary to hare rela- 
tions of an irregular character. He de- 
nied that Schmidtje had taken the 
check to Ziegenhein’s office, but 
asserted that Schmidtjej had gone to a saloon 
across the street, called Ungar over and 
tried to get himtoissue the Merchants’ tax 
at the old rate, but that Mr. Ungar refused, 
for the reason (1) that there was 
doubt as to whether the new school 
tax was valid, and (2) because the 
Anheuser- Busch company had not filed their 
sworn statement. He alleged that the check 
was cashed in the current revenue depart- 
ment of the Collector’s office and the money 
paid to Mr. Schmidtje, and the check went 
into the safe as cash. This was an unoficiai 
transaction, of which Mr. Ziegenhein had 
no knowledge. Nolicense was issued and it 
was not intended that any should issue. 
Mr. McDonald charged that Mr. &chmidtje 
had said nothing to the Anheuser-Busch 
Vo. about having cashed the cheek at the 
Collector's office. The defense would show 
that Mr. Schmidtje later came to 
the Collector's office and brought a sworn

DEBS IN COURT. 


Hearing tm the Contempt Case Takes 
Place This Afternoeon. 


CuicaGco, July 17.—The information which 
District Attorney Milchrist prepared acainst 
the leaders of the American Rallway Union 
was led with the Clerk of the United States 
Circuit Court at 11 o’clock to-day.

COUNTING THE COST. 


Mine Persons Killed in Chicago Ricts and 
$792,870 Railroad Property Burned. 
Curcaco, III., July 17.—The smoke of battle

SWIFT MINNEAPOLIS, 


Remarkable Speed Made by the United 


States Cruiser. 


WaSsHIsGrToOn, July 17.—The Minneapolis has 
done even better than the first reports indi- 
cated on her trial trip. Yesterday Commo- 
dore Selfridge telegraphed the Navy Depart- 
ment that the vessel made 23.06 Knots sub- 
ject to tidal eorrections. These corrections

The reports of the special correspondent 
of the Post-DrsratcH from Pullman sug- 
gest why the palace car magnate resists

the differences between his company and 


his employes. 

The stories of the employes—most of 
them skilled mechanics—present a pitiable 
picture of gradual reduction to despera- 
tion and starvation. Wages have been cut 
Rents of the com- 
pany’s houses, which the employes are 
practically forced to take, have remained 


steadily at exorbitant figures. The company 
charges extortionate rates for water and 
gas. The rent and other charges are ex- 
tracted trom the wages of the men without 


regard to their needs. 
at the end of a month of toil they found 


themselves without a cent to buy food and 
clothing for their iamilies. 


Many assert that 


Under cover of philanthropy the com- 


pany seems to have resorted to all manner 
of petty meannesses and oppressions by 
which organized greed can pinch helpless 
men to heap up inordinate gains. 


While the employes were thus being 


squeezed the statement of the company 
shows that 8 per cent was paid on 2 capital 
stock of $32,000,000, with a surplus of $18, - 
000,000 laid by for a rainy day. 


Pullman 
himself piled up a fortune of many mill- 
ions and spent thousands of dollars in 
building memorials of his charity. 

In the face of these facts need there be 
any wonder that Pullman shrinks from 
investigation into the cause of the trouble 
between himself and his men? Can there 
be any question of the unfair distribution 
of the profits of the labor and capital em- 
ployed in his shops? 

Such cases as those of Pullman, Carne- 
gie and others, who have gained immense 
fortunes at the expense of their workmen 
and the people, explain why discontent is 
rife and the stability of our institutions is 
threatened by desperate struggles between 
labor and capital. 

They point the way to the kind of work 
the people must do to assure the perma- 
nence of free Republican Government. 
The only sure foundation of liberty is jus- 
tice and equality under the laws. Unjust 
conditions of industry which permit some 
men to prey upon others are fatal to free- 
dom. 


THE REGULAR ARMY. 

The tendency of men to run to extremes 
is well illustrated by the suggestion, based 
upon the recent action of the President in 
ordering out troops to enforce federal laws, 
that the regular army should be increased. 

Gen. Schofield has emphasized this 
sentiment by reversing a recently 
expressed opinion that a small 
army was amply sufficient for ali 
the needs of the United States. He now 
says that recent events show that an in- 
crease of the army force is needed, and 
that several thousand men should be added 
at once. 

Gen. Schofield is a soldier and it is nat- 
ural that viewing the possible necessity of 
policing this great @ountry from a mili- 
tary standpoint, he should conclude that 
a large army is required. But his 
revised opinion is erroneous. The 
strength of the United States 18 
not the strength of numbers and 
pure military force, but of loyal and pa- 
trioticsentiment. If the Federal troops 

on numbers it would be difficult 
to fix the limit of the army. It would 
take a million of men to enforce law and 
order without the sustaining foree of free 
public opinion. i 
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man an arbitration committee would have 


operation. 

But from the“ practical military stand- 
point the situation is not as bad as the 
number of regulars makes it appear. With 


militia, available for immediate service, at 
the call of the President. With these are 
the local police and posses and behind all 
of them the hosts of the nation. 

Experience in the recent strike trouble 
instead of sustaining Gen. Schofleld’s po- 
sition ratherehows how few regulars are 
needed. All of the actual police work was 
done by the local posses and police. In 
the great cities the police, if properly 
handled, can control all mobs except, per- 
haps, on extraordinary occasions when a 
little backing of militia is all that is nec- 
essary. 

The effect of a considerable increase of 
regular troops would probably be disas- 
trous. A strong army would violate «a 
thaditional sentiment and would weaken 
the force of popular supjort. The people 
would no longer feel that their support 
was needed to sustain its authority and 
would regard it as a menace to their liber- 
ties, which in fact it might become.

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WHILE the habeas corpus case of three 
strikers was before Judge Catlin at Sac- 
ramento, a detadhment of regulars 
marched into the court-house, whereupon 
the Judge sprang to his feet and called up- 
on all present to resist the soldiers in any 
attempt that should be made to remove 
the prisoners. As the soldiers were enter- 
ing the court-room the Assistant Attorney 
ordered them to return to the depot, and 
they were also ‘‘waved back’’ by the As- 
sistant District Attorney. The spectators 
reached into their hip pockets and pre- 
pared to shed blood. Happily the soldiers 
retreated and the prisoners were remanded 
to the custody of the Chief of Police. A 
battle between regulars and citizensin a 


would have been a most pernicious addi- 
tion to our strike troubles.

SUSPEEDED SIXTY F£ET. 


How Five Chlosgo Men Spent tht Night 
on the Halstesd Street Bridge. 


CurcaGco, III., July 17.—Five men spent the 
night on the Halstead street bridge, sus- 
pended sixty feet in mid- air. Their names 
are Patrick O’Keefe, the bridge tender; d. 
Gunter, S. A. Ratcliffe, J, Brett, F. Fox. 

It is probable that they will not be released 
until 6 o’clock this eveningas the meghanism 
of the bridge is broken and cannot be re- 


paired until that hour. Last night the 
bridge was hoisted to let a vessel through. 
When the bridge had almost reached the top 
a cog-wheei in the gearing which moves on 
the drum on which the cables are wound 
when the bridge is raised gave way 
and the bridge remained stationary at 
thetop. Just as ithad begun to move up- 
ward Gunter, Ratcliffe, Brett and Fox came 
— gee | along. They were warned by a 
police officer on duty at the bridge not to get 
onthe moving structure. They paid no at- 
tention to his warning and rode upward 
with the bridge. Officer O’Connell of the 
Maxwell Street Station was also a passenger. 
It was found impossible to repair the damage 
temporarily so that the bridge could be 
lowered as the counter-weights held it at 
the top. A frail ladder is provided on one of 
the towers, but none of those onthe bridge 
were courageous enough to make use of it. 
The imprisoned men were urged to make 
use of the ladder, but without avail. Then 
an ordinary chair was procured and by 
means of rope and tackle was hoisted to the 
bridge. Officer O’Connell made the descent 
by this means, but the others could not be 
induced to trust themselves to it. Food and 
water were hoisted to the bridge and the 
prisoners made themselves as eomfortabie 
as possible. The break in the machinery is 
said to be due to inferior workmanship and 
material.
